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This is where I explain the mailing code, on the far 
right of the first line of the address label. 

A number indicates the last issue that you“ll be getting. 
So if the number is "25", you need to Do Something if you 
want to keep getting FF. If the number is "25" and you don’t 
even know why you got this, you probably have a Secret 
Admirer or something. Wanna subscribe? 

"+" indicates that youve got nothing to worry about, 
because you”re on the staph, you won a contest, or you just 
got lucky. 

"A" means that youre getting this because of your 
artwork; either you sent me some or I want you to send me 
some, or both, 

"B" means I°m trading for a book you sent. 

"D" means that you“re a distributor and so you get one 
copy for’ yourself as a freebie. I’m looking for new 
distributors, people who think they can sell at least ten 
copies and want to split the proceeds. Distributors get a 
40% wholesale discount on all copies, and may sell on 
consignment. The number after the colon is how many copies I 
think I“m sending you. 

“L" means that you are a Lifetime Subscriber, and 
therefore exempt from nonsense. Lifetime subscribers get their 
issues sent First Class. They also got free copies of NOTES OF 
A NEON GRINGO when it came out, and will receive free copies 
of Anni”s book when it’s available, Really, it“s a great deal. 
Right now were up to 11 lifetime subscribers, but theres 
always room for one more. 

"M" means you sent me music to review, or that you 
promised to send me music in the future. I usually allow 2 
issues for a single, 3 for a tape, or 4 for an LP, but I 
screw up a bit, so let me know if you“re owed more. (Or 
less). 

“P" means you“re a prisoner. FACTSHEET FIVE is always 
free to prisoners, but you need to keep in touch to keep 
getting it, otherwise I*ll assume the copies arent getting 
through to you. Wardens, you gotta pay like anyone else. 
Prisoners in mental institutions are extended the same 
privileges as those in allegedly-saner criminal institutions. 

"R" means that this is a review/checking copy. It is for 
you to have to check the review I’ve done of your zine, or to 
be able to do a review of mine. I would like to see further \ 
copies of yours for future review. I will continue to send you 
R copies as long as I stay on your mailing list, whether you 
write reviews or not. If you“re infrequent, I expect at least 
a note every six months to keep you on the mailing list. "2?" 
means that I°d like you to consider sending copies of your 
zine in return for review/checking copies of mine. 


Any of the above followed by a number (like "M/25") 
indicate the issue you“ll have to renegotiate to keep getting 
FF. YOU MUST GET IN TOUCH WITH ME AT LEAST ONCE EVERY TWO

you“re still out there. Actually, this doesn’t apply to 
subscribers, only to people getting the zine for free.

Please take a moment to check your mailing label. If 
there are any mistakes, you have to let me know. They 
wont fix themselves. And you wont get any further 
warning if your subscription has run out. 






And remember, FF is sent BULK MAIL. Not only does this 
make it slow (though, I hope, not TOO slow), but it means 
undeliverable copies go to that Big Post Office In The Sky. 
So PLEASE get your COAs to me promptly to avoid missing 
issues. I am not responsible for copies lost due to 
unannounced moves.

The next person who 
sends a blank envelope and a check, instead of buying the 
stamps himself and pasting them on, is going to get something 
nasty in the mail. If he gets anything at all.

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GETTING ZINES 
Just a few hints to consider when you’re writing away for 
fanzines: 


* If I list a name in the address for a zine, you ought 
to make checks or money orders out to that name rather than 
the zine name. If a zine has odd Payment requirements, I 
try to note this in the address section of the listing. In 
general, cash is preferable to money orders which are 
preferable to checks. 

* On a related topic, when I put a question mark after 


the price it means that I’m guessing because the zine 
editors didn“t list a price. 

* On zines with a price under $1, it teally helps to 
include a few stamps for postage. 

* Canadians generally don“t mind receiving U.S. funds, 
but for other countries you should think about alternative 
Payment. Foreign currency is available at larger banks, 
and IRCs at your post office. Foreign MOs are also 
available from the post office, but can take forever to 
get. 

* “Age Statement" means that you should send along a 
signed note saying that youre over 18 (or over 21, if you 
are) to help the publisher avoid legal hassles associated 
with distributing sexually-explicit material. 

* I°d appreciate it if youd mention FACTSHEET FIVE 
when ordering zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all 
in the long run, as the more credibility I build up the 
more fine zines I°1l be able to bring to your attention. 

* If you have any problems with a zine please let me 
know. I°11 be happy to contact publishers in cases of 
Non-receipt. 99% of the time it~s just a case of things 
being lost in the mail. 

* If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing 
comments on the zine he has sent you. This is especially 
true if you didn“t like it; we all like to improve. Even a 
simple note of thanks can make a publisher“s day, though. 

* Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you 
may not be able to get the exact issue that I reviewed. If 
you MUST have that particular issue, say so, and be 
Prepared to pay extra. Otherwise it’s best just to request 
the most recent or the next issue and Save trouble for 
everyone. 











THOSE FUNNY NUMBERS 


What the little stuff in parentheses after every zine 
review do is tell you how big the zine is. First comes a 
letter for the size of the paper. Of course not everyone is in 
a standard size, but the letter code is at least pretty close: 


A3 -A3_ size, about 11 1/2 x 16 1/4 

AS = AS size, about 8 1/4 x 11 1/2 

A5 AS size, about 5 3/4 x 8 1/4

All of the issues from #4 through #18 were 
in digest format, 8 1/2 by 5 1/2 inches. #17.1 was a 
4-page supplement to #17. #19 was full-sized, 52 pages. 
#20 was 64 pages and the first of the current format, and 
#21 shot up to 80 pages. #22 through #24 were 72 pages.

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I don“t generally use FACTSHEET FIVE as a soapbox, but 
occasionally I run across something that I think is important. 
This time, around it’s the new I-9 form -- you know, the one 
where you have to prove youre a citizen before youre allowed 
to have a job (and hence, eat) in this country. I think this 
is dangerous, pernicious horseshit, and oppose it as strongly 
as I oppose the draft. People are people, and we ought not to 
be putting up more walls’ between Us and Them. 

Anyhow, the folks who publish COUNTERATTACK are trying to 
make this a major issue, and I want to endorse their method. 
You remember back in WWII when all the Danes worse the Yellow 
Star of David in solidarity with Danish Jews during the Nazi 
Occupation? Well, these folks are suggesting we all wear the 
inverted blue triangle blazoned "illegal" -- the Nazi 
identifier for "stateless persons" -- in solidarity with those 
who are under attack by the I-9 form and associated laws. 

Now, I don“t think wearing buttons is going to directly 
change things. But face it, we’ can“t change things until we 
wake a few people up, and buttons -- especially if worn 
constantly -- are a good way to do it. I recommend evading and 
avoiding the I-9 as far as you can, encouraging others to do 
likewise, and wearing your ILLEGAL badge everywhere. You can 


get them for a buck each, or 10 for $5 from Refuse & Resist, 
305 Madison Ave. #1166, New York, NY 10155. 


On a completely different note, I“d like to thank the fine 
folks who put out QUIMBY, EARWAX and EUREKA! for sending me 
complete sets of their respective zines.

BITCH #18 ($1.75 from San Jose Face, 478 W. Hamilton Ave. 
#164, Campbell, CA 95008): “The Woman“s Rock Mag With Bite” 
has one indeed; they don“t hesitate to attack those who think 
women are somehow musically inferior to men, or that all-girl 
groups are only worth listening to if they wear lowcut 
dresses. On the other hand, theres no party line here; though 
past contributions have discussed the idiocy of things like 
long fingernails, editor Lori Twersky doesn~t force interviews 
and coverage into a “feminist” mold. #18 is especially fun 
because it“s got a page of Q&A with the editor, and a short 
history of the zine, all of which help tell us where they“re 
coming from. Features in this issue include interviews with 
Throwing Muses, Debutante, and vocalist Leather. Also feisty 
letters, notes on bizbitchery, columns, want ads and much 
more. If it has to do with women in rock, it’s in here. (S-64) 
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BLUEPRINT FOR SOCIAL JUSTICE Vol. XLI #1-4 (Donation from 
Loyola IHR, Loyola University, Box 12, New Orleans, LA 
70118): The Loyola Institute of Human Relations consistently 
puts out one of the best social activism publications around, 
month after month. Every issue concentrates on a single 
problem, setting out the framework of discussion and 
proposing, sometimes hesitantly, sometimes forcefully, steps 
to solve it. In #1 Jim Gallese and Jody Shearer look at the 
pattern of civil rights abuses by the government in this 
country, and argue that for any of us to be free, all must 
have the right to talk. #2 tackles the big question of third 
world debt and looks at ways to keep it from turning into a 
complete disaster for the developing countries. In #3, Rev. 
George Greiner considers the moral aspects of SDI and comes up 
"No Sale". #4 reports on the struggles of a small 
rank-and-file group to reform the Teamsters. (S-8t) 
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CHEMICAL IMBALANCE #6 ($3 from Mike McGonigal, PO Box 
1656, Cooper Stn., New York, NY 10276): If you must 
pigeonhole, this is a pfanzine, since Mike manages to 
interview Scratch Acid and Wire and Girl Trouble and a bunch 
of other bands. And there are record and tape reviews and a 
free EP -- the sound quality is terrible, but that doesn“t 
matter because it includes the Leaving Trains doing 
“Heartbreak Wizard" (lyrics from “Pinball Wizard", music from 
“Heartbreak Hotel"), sure to be a collectible in the future. 
But there’s a lot more than music here, since Mike is also 
into alternative comix and art. he scores an interview with 
Matt Groening (and if you dont know who he is, just look for 
one-eared rabbits) and prints stuff from Carel Moiseiwitsch 
and Jim Woodring, great gobs of surreality! Finally, hes 
defnitely found his editorial “votce’, independent of the punk 
rock Establishment(s), and isn“t afraid to use it. A lot of 
crossovers for the money. (S-192t) 
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EXPERIMENTAL MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS Vol. III #1,3-4 ($3.50 
from PO Box 784, Nicasio, CA 94946): This one is simply 
delightful, a journal "for the design, construction and 
enjoynent of new sound sources". They’re not talking about 


Synthesizers, but. about new woodwinds, percussion instruments, 
string instruments and so on -- as well as a few old ones, 
like the glass harmonica, that never came into wide use. #1 
features an article on Xen Butler“s Hybrid Instruments, nade 
out of bicycle wheels and old hatchets and other what-not, 
into truly extraordinary combinations. #3 shows us the slide 
French horn, an offspring of the Freach horn and a trombone, 
which has had some limited big-band success. #4 includes hints 
on making bamboo instruments of various types. Each issue 
features lots of other articles, letters from instrument 
constructors, and a fun-loving approach to sound-making. Well 
put-together with lots of neat photos and leads to other 
sources of instrument information. (S-18) 
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FLIPSIDE #54 ($3 from PO Box 363, Whittier, CA 90608): 
This is FLIPSIDE’s second time in the showcase, but this issue 
is simply awesome. It“s their tenth anniversary special, about 
half a pound of zine, and it“s made up of a retrospective of 
the first 50 issues of LA“s premiere pfanzine. It works on 
several levels: first, there“s the history of the zine (which 
is a condensed version of the history of pfanzines in 
general). Second, there~s the LA and world punk history that 
gets worked in. Finally, there are tons of great interviews. 
Each issue gets its own section, with a short introduction 
explaining what was going on around then, and then selected 
interviews and features are reprinted, newly typeset and many 
with new photographs. Just a few of the nearly 200 groups in 
this issue: Stiff Little Fingers, DOA, Bangs (who later became 
the Bangles), Husker Du, UK Subs, SNFU, Anti-Scrunti Faction, 
China White...the list goes on and on. And it all looks great, 
done on a new laserjet printer. An indispensable guide for 
anyone with the slightest interest in how the LA punk scene 
grew up. (S-224t) 
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GARGOYLE 32/33 ($7.95 from Paycock Press, PO Box 30906, 
Bethesda, MD 20814): Bigger is not always better, but in this 
case, the two go together rather well. Sure, this allegedly 
twice-yearly litmag seems to only come in double issues, but 
they’re impressive monsters: 300 pages of stories, poems and 
interviews and another 150 pages of feisty, hard-hitting 
reviews of other works. FF {is not well tied into the literary 
network, so I°m unable to be sure, but I7d be surprised if 
there weren“t a lot of top names here. This issue is heavy on 
interviews, seven of them (each running to many pages) from 
expatriate writer Eduard Roditi to Australian Helen Garner, 
Among the short fiction, Joanne Findley~s "Middle Space" 
stands out for me, a delightfully playful tale of love and 
soap bubbles. For poetry the nod must go to Anne Becker“s 
interpretive work on Charles Darwin. There’s also a special 
feature in this issue: Helene Bokanowski~s "Memories of 
Gertrude Stein". If youre at all interested in the shape 6f 
American alternative literature today, this is a must-have 
anthology. (D-480t)

NIGHTMARES OF REASON #3/($2 from PO Box 278, E. Cambridge, 


MA 02141): Mic McInnis is making his mark on the small press. 
Now hes opened a zinestore in Boston and still found time to 
produce another issue of this fine litmag. It~s mainly poetry, 
although John Bennett and Mic himself contribute short 
stories, and an unpublished piece of Gerry Reith’s gets dug up 
from somewhere (it does not pay to inquire too deeply into 
these things). Most of the poetry is from people like Todd 
Moore and Dennis Gulling and Charles Bukowski: fast-paced 
screeds of short words that drag the reader straight through 
hell. NIGHTMARES is like picking at a raw wound to see whats 
inside, a gripping read all the way through. Also features 
great full-page Oberc illustrations. (HL-36t) 
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TRANSNATIONAL PERSPECTIVES Vol. 12 #3 - Vol. 13 #1 ($10/yr 
from Case Postale 161, 1211 Geneva 16, SWITZERLAND): This 
journal is trying to consider and to help in world politics. 
Believing that governments are simply not doing enough to 
help defuse tensions, editor Rene Wadlow discusses both 
grassroots movements and organized international groupings 
like the UN. #3 focuses on the idea of regional security, with 
an interesting analysis of one possible future for 
Afghanistan; #1 has the theme "Ind@Penous and Tribal 
Societies: Survival and Transformations", considering 
everything from the Thai Hill peoples to Ethiopian Jews in 
Israel, Lately they“ve been reviewing quite a few cassettes as 
concrete evidence of international cultural exchange at a 
grassroots level. Academically respectable, bouyantly 
optimistic, and a place to begin. (A4-48t) 








2600 Vol. 4 #10-12 ($2 from PO Box 752, Middle Island, NY 
11953): The zine of phone phreaking, hacking and related 
topics. The technical info tends to be right on the ball, and 
if they don“t know, they“1l say so. I’m more interested in the 
feature articles, like the one in #10 about forthcoming new 
services in the NYC area in the form of telepornography and 
related things. #11 & 12 contain a fairly informative series 
on VM/CMS hacking. (D-24t) 
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50 PLUS TURNING POINT Vol. 1 #2-4 ($1 from 850 Third Ave., 
New York, NY 10022): This is sort of like a specialized 
version of the LETTER EXCHANGE, for people in their fifties 
and up. Besides a few dozen ads from those wanting 
correspondents or romance, each. issue has stories about being 
active as one ages and ideas on having fun and meeting people. 
(S-8t) 
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ACID ($2.50 from Jason Fairchild, PO Box 2614, Cambridge, MA 
02238): As with many zines from the Small Press Alliance, this 
is primarily a collection of strange and bizarre art, starting 
with a color photocopy cover. Tony Fitzgerald contributes a 
couple of funny New Wavish comix, and there’s a great tract 
for "Bob" to end things up. But not everything here is so hot; 
there are a ‘couple of pages that are too scribbled to read. 
Still, an interesting mix. Includes an 8-page collage insert 
booklet. (S-20 & D-8) a 
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ACTION BULLETIN #16 ($15/yr from CCHW, PO Box 926, 
Arlington, VA 22216): Toxic waste doesn“t seem to be a big 
deal with the major media anymore, but the Citizens 
Clearinghouse for Hazardous Wastes is still keeping an eye on 
things. AB reports on new dumping, advances on the legal 
front, and attempts on the part of industry to get out of 
cleaning up -- as well as grassroots actions.

Well, I°d like to be able to tell you that, during my 
recent and prolonged absence (in case you didn“t happen to 
notice, I’ve been missing from these august pages for the last 
couple of months), I was putting all the time that would 
normally be devoted to the writing of this column (a most 
arduous and time-consuming task, I assure you) to good use, 
gathering new information, honing my literary skills, studying 
the works of the Masters of Visual Arts Criticism, all with an 
eye towards bringing you a better and more worthwhile column. 
I“d Like to be able to tell you that my days were spent in 
viewing and reviewiag the classics in the fields of 
television, film, and theatre, taking suitable courses, having 
serious and heartfelt discussions with the acknowledgedd 
Greats, and working, working, working to improve the product I 
set before you. Boy Howdy, would I love to tell you all this 
but, unfortunately, not a word of it is true. 

Oh, I haven“t exactly been frittering away my time off, 
mind you. In fact, I*1l have you know that I was a very busy 
girl during my time away. I mean, for instance, there was 
Gelsey Kirkland“s autobiography to read, for one thing (and it 
does beat all the way not one writer of my acquaintance labours 
under the delusion that he or she can dance Giselle, but all 
of a sudden everybody who’s ever set foot inside the New York 
City Ballet seriously believes that he or she can just sit 
down and write a book), and I was a good three quarters of the 
way through it before it hit me that neither Gelsey nor I was 
really having a very good time. Then there was Bruce Babbitt, 
a man for whom I hold the greatest admiration, but who has 
kept me constantly occupied recently in writing letters to his 
campaign staff in a thus far futile attempt to explain why 
“President Babbitt" simply doesn“t sound right to those of us 
who were forced to sit through American Literature 101. The 
actually went and made a movie out of that V.C. Andrews 
classic FLOWERS IN THE ATTIC, and, of course, I had to go and 
see that a couple of times, though there“s really nothing 
there on which I can report (those who read the book know 
precisely what I mean. Those who haven“t read the book. may 
sleep snugly in their beds tonight, untroubled by thoughts of 
people making absolute fortunes turning out stuff like this); 
I got all wrapped up in the Pro Bowlers” Tour, I’ve had to lay 
in a supply of munchies in preparation for the Winter Olympics 
(watching people slide down snow on various pieces of hardware 
always gives me an appetite), and I can distinctly remember at 
least two occasions when I washed the bathroom floor, so you 
can see that I haven“t exactly been sitting around here 
twiddling my thumbs. On the other hand, none of this frantic 
activity goes very far in making a new column, now does it? 

I can“t even, in all honesty, say that I’ve returned to my 
labors refreshed and relaxed and brimming with a new attitude 
towards my task because, by the sort of coincidence that makes 
one believe in all those conspiracy theories one hears bandied 
about these days, I make my come-back in these pages at 
exactly the time of year when I feel most like curling up in 
my rocking chair, staring vacantly at either nothing in 
particular or the cat -- which sometimes amounts to the same 


thing -- and forgetting that I ever learned to write in the 
first place. While, thanks to the wonders of magazine-lag, you 
will no doubt be dying your Easter eggs and frolicing in the 
spring grass when you read this, as I write it, it“s the 
dreary end of an extremely dreary January, there is ice in the 
streets, dirty snow in the gutters, Christmas is over, 
Memorial day is too far away to even begin to contemplate and, 
frankly, I feel as though I have just been forced to spend the 
last several months making polite dinner conversation with 
Sylvester Stallone and all of the current crop of MTVeejays. 
In short, I am in no fit mood, and I mean, really. 

The worst of it is, when I get into a Mood like this -- 
and it seems I get into them more and more lately, a fact that 
I attribute at least in part to Joan Rivers being made the 
permanent center square -- I start to worry about things about 
which I have no business at all worrying. 
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This is not to say, naturally, that I don“t spend a good 
part of the time worrying in any case -- I come from a long 
line of worriers, so it’s more or less in my blood. My mother 
once spent eight years, on and off, worrying about Adlai 
Stevenson. She thought he wasnt getting enough protein or 
something -- but, normally, the things I worry about are what 
you might call The Big Issues, things like what horrible flaw 
in his psychological make-up is causing Griffin Dunne to 
single-handedly flush his career down the toilet, and why it 
is you never see a fat person in a car commercial. When I get 
into this frame of mind, however, I find myself spending 
extraordinary and totally unwarranted amounts of time worrying 
about things that can only be fairly called Little, and 
perhaps even Niggling. 

To give you an example, the other evening I spent three 
perfectly good hours -- hours that could just as easily been 
spent cleaning the oven burners or learning decoupage —~ 
worrying about BEAUTY AND THE BEAST. 

I suppose I ought to make it perfectly clear, so that you 
won’t think I’m making the following remarks out of any 
intrinsic meanness of spirit (not that I don”t have meanness 
of spirit, but I just don“t happen to be exercising it towards 
this particular programme) that I give the creators of BEAUTY 
AND THE BEAST a tremendous amount of credit. It isn“t often, 
in these times of cop shows and detective shows and more cop 
shows and detective shows, with an occasional doctor show 
tossed in, that anyone has the courage to do something 
different and, whatever else you can say about BEAUTY AND THE 
BEAST, it certainly starts out by being different. There“s 
this guy, you see, who possesses the soul of a poet, the brain 
of an Einstein, and the language abilities of Thomas Wolfe but 
who, less fortunately, also happens to look as if he escaped 
from a road company of CATS (and here I take issue with the 
make-up people; if Vincent, as he“s called, is supposed to be 
repulsive, théey“ve missed the mark entirely. In fact, he’s 
rather pretty, which comes near to defeating the point. While 
he certainly doesn“t look like your average run of man, he’s 
nothing to run screaming from either). To hide this deformity, 
he makes his home in abandoned subway tunnels beneath the city 


of New York, in the company of a troupe of other outcasts, 
misfits and homeless and abandoned children, all of them 
presided over by a mysterious man called Father who, I gather, 
is an ex-convict of some kind (I’m afraid I missed some of the 
finer points along the way). One day Vincent discovers 
Catherine, a wealthy corporate attorney, who has been brutally 
slashed and left for dead, in what later turns out to be a 
case of mistaken identity, by some Bad Guys. Vincent carries 
Catherine back to the tunnels, where he nurses her back to 
health (she has her eyes bandaged through most of this, or did 
you work that out for yourself?), they fall in love, develop 
psychic abilities regarding each others” welfare but, of 
course, they realize they come from two different worlds (and, 
from outward appearances, two different species), they part, 
but vow always to be each others” friend and help each other, 
and that’s the premise. 

Okay, I realize it sounds a bit silly in the cold dark of 
print but, truly there~s a lot going on here. There“s the 
eternal story of the man who, through no fault of his own, is 
forced to love pure and chaste from afar (you never see this 
story told from a woman“s standpoint because -- and there“s 
probably a whole other column in this all by itself -- we seem 
to feel there“s something innately ridiculous, not to say 
humorous, about an ugly woman in love with a beautiful man). 
There’s the fairy tale of the original Beauty and the Beast, a 
most Jungian conceit, for those who like that sort of thing, 
and there is the completely fascinating concept of the 
Universe Underground, the troupe of outlaws living life on 
their own term, away from the judgmental eyes of the harsh, 
so-called “normal” world (is there anyone who has ever felt 
set-apart, unloved, or "different" who has not had this 
fantasy in some forn?). In all truth, I think it“s a charming 


idea for a television programme and I do wish more than 
anything that I had nothing but nice things to say about it. 
The problem -- and my worry -- arises from the fact that, 
having thought up this delightful idea, the writers” 
creativity seems to have come to a screeching halt. This 
wasn“t readily apparent for the first couple of weeks but, 
after nearly a season’s worth of programmes, it is now 
possible -- and regrettably easy -- to boil down each weeks 
plot to: Catherine and/or Vincent discovers raging corruption 
in the City (Catherine, in the meantime, in case I neglected 
to mention it, has given up her lucrative practice to join the 
district attorney’s office, which only goes to show you what a 
man can do to you), Catherine enlists Vincent“s help in 
solving the problem, or vice-versa, Catherine and/or Vincent 
ends up in great personal danger (generally, it is Catherine, 
but, again to place what credit is due, occasionally it turns 
out to be Vincent who finds himself up to his furry neck in 
thugs), Vincent rescues Catherine or Catherine rescues 
Vincent, the Corrupt Ones get what“s coming to them, Catherine 
and Vincent gaze at each other longingly, and that~s all she 
wrote, And I mean ALL she (or he or they) wrote, week after 
tedious week. And I worry. I worry that, given this 
sensational idea, a whole staff of writers can“t seem to come 


up with something more entertaining than another in the 
endless line of Good Guys versus Bad Guys shows. God knows 
there’s plenty of corruption in New York, but surely two such 
interesting people ought to be able to take a break from 
chasing it at least once in awhile and do something else, even 
1f it*s just hanging around the tunnels swapping prison 
stories with Father. 

I worry about the state of Catherine’s hormones. In a city 
like New York, where an annoying percentage of the men are 
mattied, gay, stupid, diseased or sometimes all four at once, 
if I had a polite, well-spoken, intelligent heterosexual male 
sending me single roses and slender volumes of Shakespeare“s 
sonnets (this isa very neat trick of Vincent“s, one other men 
would do well to consider), I“d be down in those tunnels so 
fast it would make your head spin, and I wouldnt much care 

‘how big his fangs were. I realize that, if this were to 
happen, much of the peculiar angst of the programme would go 
right out the window, and so would most of the plots, but 
that“s precisely my point. Wouldn“t it be far more interesting 
to watch an acceptedly normal woman attempt to cope with an 
abnormal situation, and visualize the changes both Vincent and 
Catherine would have to make to accomodate this situation, 
than to have still another shoot-em-up, even one done on a 
sophisticated level? 

I worry about a society that seems to think that 
unrequited passion is somehow more romantic than a mutually 
loving relationship; I worry about the underlying message that 
those who look or act differently ought to hide themselves 
away in tunnels, and act exceptionally noble, so that “real” 
people either don“t have to see them or else can feel properly 
sorry for them; I worry that these issues are scarcely ever 
addressed on BEAUTY AND THE BEAST, and I worry about myself 
for worrying them into something that purports to be no more 
than a harmless hour of fantasy, and, at that, a fantasy that 
I myself have just admitted to sharing. I even worry about the 
people who watch the show and are willing to accept the poor, 
bland little thing that it is, without demanding to see the 
complex, intricate, exciting thing that it could be. 

So you see what I*m like these days. Honestly, it“s just 
one nitpicky little thing after another, and I’m truly tired 
of myself. By next time, I promise, I°1l either have entered 
therapy, a convent, or the new clinic I hear Betty Ford is 
opening up for compulsive churls, and will have tome to myself 
again. Besides, by then it will be Spring, and I can go back 
to directing my energies to hating little birds, green growing 
things, and the forthcoming crop of summer movies, and all 
will be well. Did I hear you say that you“ll be glad? I’m 
delighted to hear it -- I worry about you, you know.

Publisher, Editor and Designer Lily Pond says “Why do I 
keep publishing? You might as well ask why do I keep falling 
in love. You gotta be half crazy. Also, you“ve got to 
recognize a good thing when you see it: I’m carving out a 
living and paying my bills doing work that I care about, with 
no more boredom or stress that you find in any job." 

Anyone who recognizes a good thing will see one in YELLOW 
SILK. Subtitled the "Journal of Erotic Arts" and witha 
masthead proclamation of “All persuasions, no brutality", YS 
is a quarterly romp through human sensuality and sexuality. 
Lily expanded on this theme: "YS is not in the business of 
publishing fantasies made graphic; we are publishing ° 
literature and arts that are strong, and whole, on those 
counts, as well as being erotic. You want fantasies:about 
acting out violent impulses in the sexual arena? Fine -- go 
tead the rest of what*s out there; you want to read excellent 
stories that are about sex, loving, and human beings? -You’ re 
in the right place.” 

But the design of YS keeps this. from getting monotonous. 
Every issue has a different “theme”, with many pieces loosely 
organized around some common center. For example, #22 was 
“Loaves and Fishes", with lots of sensual food imagery, 
including Marge Piercy“s “Morning love song": 


"I am filled with love like a melon. 

with seeds, I am ripe and dripping sweet juices. 
If you knock gently on my belly 

it will thrum ripe, ripe...." 


In the same issue, Gary Soto’s personal tale of growing up, 
“A Short History of Sex", fairly glistens with food-and 
eating, and even Michael Leu“s art sneaks in a fish-or two. 
Lily says, “To approach each issue as a new piece of art in 
itself allows me a broad and astonishing creative outlet 
somewhere between God, painter, and orchestra conductor. And, 


along those lines, it has allowed me to have invented a 
universe in which I was an appropriate person, something that 
I had not come across previous to YS." 

Part of this creativity comes across in the graphic design 
of the magazine. The typeface for each issue is chosen to 
match its mood and theme, and generally one artist has her 
works showcased every time. The net result is to lend a spirit 
of unity to the whole in very subtle ways. 

But being an appropriate person is not always an easy 
task. Roberta Swann’s two short stories, “Son Days” and 
"Mother and Child", also published in #22; have generated a 
great deal of controversy with their simple and tender 
depiction of relaxed sexual contact between an adult and her 
children. Readers have called them everything from 
“authoritative, funny and wonderful” to “implicit sexism" and 
“child abuse". Lily has kept her head through this as well as 
an editor can, asking readers to reread the stories rather 
than merely jerking their knees at the concept. 

But most of the contents in YS don“t provoke such fury; 
the emotions they engender are of another variety altogether. 
In less than 50 words Rebecca Meketa”s poem “Bestiality” in 
#19 quickens the sensitive reader”s pulse: "Me/clinging 





Mykel Board 
Interviewed by the FF BBS regulars 


Introduction; We were all sitting around chewing the fat on 
the BBS:when the subject of this column came up, and we 
decided to talk to Mykel about his illustrious and checkered 
career as a big name in punk rock. The phone lines crackled 
for weeks, but thanks to the miracle of word processing, the 
end product 1s a fairly cohereat interview. 

For those who don’t know, Mykel is the publisher of 
NOTHING BUT RECORD REVIEWS, lead singer for the band ARTLESS, 
co-ordinator of THE WORLD FOR FREE, columnist for MAXIMUM 
ROCKNROLL, and a general nan about town. 


Mykel Board: GG ALLIN played here In NYC the day before I 
left for SF. It was the first show he actually finished. He 
hit some guy in the head with a mic stand and will probably 
be sued. That wasn“t the highlight though-- that was his 
pissing on Gerard Cosloy. Worth the price of admission! 

Jim Testa: That reminds me -- I’m wrestling with the 
temptation to do yet another year’s worth of Top Ten lists 
for Jersey Beat. Should I bother? The one argument in their 
favor ts the unlikely consensuses (consensi? consensus‘s?) 
they sometimes reveal. It was surprising that both Jersey : 
Beat and Conflict picked the same albun (Moving Targets) as 
their #l ‘pick last year, for instance. 
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Movers and Shakers 


possum-style/to your bellyside/coming like a yawn..." Much the 
same can be said about Malcolm Glass“s "First Time", excerpts 
from a novel of love old and young, in #17. And the visual 

arts aren“t neglected either; the look of sensual longing in 
the face of the woman on the cover of #23, painted by Sergio 
Cuan, hits me more intensely than any skin magazine shot ever 
has. 

Lily believes in encouraging her contributors by paying 
them, an unusual policy for the alternative press. “I pay 
because the people whose work I use, voice by voice, in each 
issue deserve to share in any return, Therefore payment sizes 
depend on the financial size of the magazine, but always do 
exist." The magazine also sponsors annual Erotic Writing 
Awards, for the most moving story and poem over the previous 
year, with a $200 prize. 

If you”re not convinced by now, you“re hopeless case. The 
rest of you probably stopped reading some time ago to send in 
an order for a sample. So I°1l wrap this up here with Lily“s 
thoughts on what she“s learned from publishing: “As many will 
hate you for it as will love you for it. You“re frequently 
disappointed but never enough to dim your vision. And the 
warmth from the flow of a jewel never dims. Right-brain 
functioning at the expense of left-brain augmentation is 
folly <* 








MB: Jim, do the lists. I think they“re fun, as long as 
they“re different from everybody elses. I often learn about 
new stuff from those lists. I just saw THE WICKERMAN from a 
mention that Biafra gave the movie (I still dont know if it 
was good, but it was sure as hell weird!). 

Bob Morris: Or how about just bests and worsts? Here“s 
some excerpts from my own end of the year ratings: 

BEST BAND - Sonic Youth. In ten years people will be 
referring to then they way people refer to the Valvet 
Underground now. WORST BAND - Big Black. Pretentious 
loud-mouth. They couldn“t get gigs here, which says 
something positive about L.A. LIFETIME ACHIEVEMENT AWARD FOR 
DEMENTIA - G.G. Allin (who else). MOST UNDER-RATED - 
Honeymoon Killers (U.S.) MOST OVER-RATED - their name is 
legion. 

MB: Bob, I hate to say it, but generally youre wrong. 
You are right about THE HONEYMOON KILLERS though. They“re 
great. They lead off the tape I just finished for ROIR. 

‘ BM: Ah, Mykel, even if you do show excrecable taste by 
disagreeing with nearly all by BEST OF choices, I*1ll still 
say the END OF MUSIC sounds great, 

Mike Gunderloy: Tell us a bit more about that tape. 

MB: The ROIR cassette that I just finished will be called 
THE END OF MUSIC (As We Know It). If features famous people, 
mostly from NY downtown-type noise bands. THE HONEYMOON 
KILLERS, PRONG, PHANTOM TOLLBOOTH. Theres also a lot of 
“fake” bands made up of members of other famous bands. Parts 
of LIVE SKULL play under the name: NEEDLENOSE. TAURSTON 





MOORE (from Sonic Youth) does a solo version of the Velvets 
“European Son", JAD FAIR (1/2 Japanese) does a couple tunes, 
other bands with past or present members of PUSSY GALORE, THE 
UNDEAD, THE SWANS, are on the record, as well as a : 
collaboration between JELLO BIAFRA and Kramer and David 
Licht from SHOCKABILLY. The {dea was to give the bands a 
maximum of 2 hours in the studio to record live and raw and 
grungy. The idea of this tape is to mark the end of all 
previous musical styles. 4m I biting off more than I can 
chew? 

MG: What*s up with ARTLESS? 

MB: I think we“1l go to AUSTRALIA this year. I’m 
studying Japanese now. I want to go someplace where the 
people are my size. (Maybe after Australia.) I also want to 
go to Bangkok, for obvious reasons. 

MG: ARTLESS takes a lot of outrageous stands. How much 
of it is for real? 

MB: Depends on what you mean: “real”. When I started the 
band I wanted to make “a Republican punk band", simply 
because most of the bands at that time were leftish and I 
wanted to take the other side. Early songs like “Let“S All 
Support Supply Side Economics,” “Were Republicans,” and even 
"How Much Punk Rock Do you Hear in Russia?” were in keeing 
with that. I’m not really a republican. I’m a “social 
libertarian." Basically that means I believe in the maximum 
amount of civil liberties, with government guarantees (nope, 
I*m not an anarchist) that those liberties are economically 
and politically possible. That is, I believe in a (rather 
high) national minimua income, and ANTI-censoship 
legislation. (For example, in Denmark, it {s against the law 
for a distributor, producer, local movie house, etc. to cut 
a film without the permission of the director.) ARTLESS“S 
newer songs (like “Terrorist” often reflect this libertarian 
attitude.) g 

MG: What about Andrea Dworkin? She“s taken a bit of a 
beating in your lyrics. 

MB: My “nasty” songs (anti-feminist ie totalitarian 
anti-male/ anti-porn feminist), anti-vegetarian, 
anti-straight edge, anti-peace punk: are all directed against 
the inherent totalitarianism of those groups. I don“t think 
Dworkin is any better than Falwell-- and she’s a hell of a 
lot uglier. y 

JT: Do you think Artless has any specific kind of 
audience? 

MB: The audience of ARTLESS is a weird combination of 
people. It“s some hardcore kids who think were hip. It’s 
also some people who understand in an intellectual way what 
we°re doing. And then there“s those I affectionately call: 
The Geeks. For some reason ARTLESS attracts the misfits, the 
nerds, the pimple-faced outcasts, those who just don’t fit in 
“with any definable group. A roomful of ARTLESS fans could 
fill a circus sideshow. 

JT: Are your Artless projects more or less designed to 
satisfy your own taste...tastes & wants? 

MB: In the beginning that was the case. The last album, 


CRASSDRIVER, (due out this month), is less MY album than a 
BAND album. In fact there are a few songs that I had 
absolutely nothing to do with, 

JT: Does it bother you that, due to the nature of the 
' punk tock/underground whatever, most of your "fans" are 
considerably younger than you are? (Present company excluded, 
of course). 

MB: Sure it bothers me, but not in the way you“d expect. 
I don“t mind hanging around with a bunch of teens. I feel 
closer to them than to people my own age (between 35 and 50). 
When people get to be our age-- with rare exceptions, they 
become boring materialists; Big Chillers with constant 
apologies for the way they“re living. THAI~s what~s sad: the 
inability of people to continue to live their own, untrapped 
lives. Kids are usually smarter than that. 

MG: How much trouble do you have with commie punks who 
don*t want to go back to Russia? 

MB: Most of “em are wimps. It’s the girls I’m scared of. 
In Amsterdam people gave us the clenched fist salute and 
heckled like hell. When it became obvious that I was 
enjoying the heckling, about a third of the audience walked 
out. The others loved it. I did get a few threats in 
Gerany-- mosty because of my support for pornography. Thats 
show biz, I guess. 

Gibby from the Butthole Surfers was stabbed by a militant 
feninist in Vancouver. Not too serious, but scary. Renind 
me not to go to Vancouver. 

MG: Do you make a living off his undergound shit or what? 

MB: After trying it for a short time I decided that work 
is the worst thing one can do for a living. I spend a lot of 
time avoiding it. For about 7 weeks a year I do have a job : 
at New York University making student ID cards. Actually its 46 


two jobs simultaneously. Besides the staight $6.50 an hour 
pay, I make an extra $150 a moath or so by giving out credit 
card applications, and magazine subscription offers to 
students who come for their cards. Besides that, I get money 
from my record company, doing independent production, (3 
projects for ROIR so far as well as other stuff), an 
generally hustling around. ARTLESS doesnt make money, but 
it DOES get me to Europe and I hope the Pacific this year. 

Rude Boy: Issue #3 of NOTHINGG BUT RECORD AND TAPE 
REVIEWS has. the "exploitation" cover designed to increase 
sales. Has is it really done so? If so, whats in store for 
the cover of #4? Also, where do you find some of those things 
you review? 

MB: My Linda Lovelace cover issue HAS sold better than 
the previous two issues, but that might be because it’s been 
reviewed and in more places than the other two. Next issue 
will have a drawing by Sue Coyle concerning the destruction 
of commercial music. It should be pretty good! Nice and 
bloody! All the stuff I review has either been sent to me or 
I found in the bargain bins or in street sales. I won’t 
(knowingly) review an IN-PRINT record on a major label-- 
everybody else does that. I review EVERYTHING (eventually) I 
get and I°m not too concern with staying current. I don“t do 


this to sell records, but to expose people to music they“ve 
missed. Also, I wanted to create a haven from the 
discouraging bad reviews and cutsey aggressive feedback 
musicians get all the time. I never give records bad 
reviews. If I don“t like something, I“1l describe it. I 
mevet say it“s bad. I want to encourage musical 
exploration-- not be responsible for someone missing 
something great because its not my taste. 

Also, I never respond to the letters I print. Too often 
the editor has the last word, so the letters can never stand 
on their own. If people have something to say, I let it be 
said. Of course, some of the letters I print were never 
intended for publication, but I think theyre worth reading. 
As far as I know, the only other fanzine to approach this 
attitude was "Mallice" from Tennessee. I haven*t heard a 
thing about them in a long time. 

MG: Want to say anything about THE WORLD FOR FREE? A 
success or a scam? (How’s THAT for incisive journalism?) 

MB: THE WORLD FOR FREE has been doing pretty good lately. 
I’m still losing money, but not as much as before. For those 
who don“t know, basically THE WORLD FOR FREE is an address 
book where you pay $25 to list your name, address, and 
information about yourself, and then you can stay with anyone 
else in the book. It~s a lot more complicated than that, and 
there are safeguards (no one 1s ever REQUIRED to accept a 
guest). 

One of the wire services (Knight-Ritter) picked up on the 
book so I“ve been getting lots of response from weird places. 
Almost a hundred members now. I’m giving the first hundred 
members a LIFETIME membership just to build up the base. 
After that, it“ll be $25 A YEAR! (Oh yeah, interested people 
should write to: THE WORLD FOR FREE, PO BOX 137, Prince 
Street Station, New York, NY 19012.) 

JT: About your MRR column. Going back to my "Year of the 
Asshole" piece in Alternative Info -- Do you really believe 
all those things you write, or do you sometimes see yourself 
as a kind of Punk Rock gadfly whose intent is to make your 
readers formulate their own responses to your outrageousness, 
i.e. make the little buggers THINK for. a change? 

MB. Except where I think its very obvious irony 
(sometimes, however I’m wrong), I DO believe everything I 
write, For literary and emotional purposes, I often make my 
feelings more simplistic/ totalitarian/ abrasive than they 
need be, but I do believe the stuff. Actually, if you take 
apart my opinions and examine then cool-headedly, I think 
you“ll find that they are not as “extreme” as they appear. 
They often conflict with the beliefs of the general: MRR 
lackies, but I don’t think they conflict with common sense or 
clear reason. I am opposed to vegetarians, feminists, 
commies, anarchists, straight edgers, positive punks, The 
Vancouver Five, etc. for variations on the same reason: They 
want to impose their vision of the world at the expense of 
others. Each group thinks that ITS rights are more important 
than the rights of those it opposes. It strikes me as conic 
that the militant anti-Klanners say, “Deny freedom of speech 


to those who would deny it to others." In effect, they are 
asking others to deny that right to THEM. 

Even those attitudes which seen most extreme in my 
writing (eg. support for child pornography/sex or opposition 
to drunk driving laws) are simply an extension of the idea 
that-- as much as possible-- the individual should be 
responsible for his or her own life. 

Of course, some of what I do is also done in the spirit 
of play. I feel like a bull fighter, waving the red flag in 


front of the red flag wavers. When they blindly attack, I 
like to stick my tongue out and say Nya, Nya. 

BM: Mykel, would you care to comment on the rumor that 
you pay the rent by doing studio work for Whitney Houston?

tundra wind, THE 104 NAMES OF CHAOS ($7 from PO Box 429, 
Monte Rio, CA 95462): At the center of Hun Tun Zen rests, or 
better yet, moves the art of not knowing. Written, almost 
entirely, during a trance-like state over the course of a rare 
weekend alone for the author, this book comes to us as a 
peaceful guide to chaos.

Why publish? That“s a good question sometimes, Because at 
one time it was something new and different to do -- at first 
it was the magic of photocopy -- lay something out, copy it, 
and WOW! There~s something new altogether. Later, you worry 
about poor printshop quality and this magic goes away. But the 
publishing becomes habitual. 

It was a way to get yourself published. Because in writing 
class in college they talked about “small presses" -- but 
these all had names that sounded like plants and trees and 
flowers. And you were a punk. You didn“t care for their 
poetry, and you didn“t figure they“d want to deal with your 
type-o“s. So you publish it yourself and it was FUN. Dealing 
with the whole thing, doing all of it yourself. Until the 
numbers start increasing -- bigger mailing list, more words 
and pages, and more money to do it all. 

So it’s work now as well, and I complain about it a lot, 
but I could never consider NOT doing it -- it“s just something 
I DO now. Just like I always wrote -- now it seems logical 
that I have ways of getting people to read what I write.

Now on to a publication I’m sure Mike will probably review in its entirety - PANDEMONIUM II. [Only 
1f Jack sends us a copy -- ed.] If you don“t all remember the first (and what was thought at the time to 
be the only) issue featured letters from Burroughs, Bukowski and Manson reprinted without permission, 
along with interviews with John Waters the auteur and Goldstein the pornographer. Well, the second 
volume has a few rock and roll related moments that might go unnoticed if I don“t point them out to you 
now. The low point is when one of my all time favorite actresses, Mary Woronov, who began with Warhol, 
then went on to Corman and Paul Bartel, says that Prince is her favorite music dude. Oh well, nothing“s 
perfect. But the cool portion is that all the printed letters of kid killer John Wayne Gacy are written 
to two punkers, one being Mike Snyder who uséd to do the NEGATIVE ARMY fanzine and probably started 
speed metal by his early collaborations with Dave Mustaine who passed through Metallica. The other is 
Todd Horner, one of the Angry Samoans. Why these guys wrote Gacy can only be explained by the 
connections between punk and trash culture -- I mean, buying one of Gacy”’s clown paintings is pretty 
trashy. The other rock connection comes in the letters Squeaky Fromme wrote another punker in which she 
wanted to know more about Red Kross” usage of Manson imagery (not something theyre likely to continue 
now that they’ve made it relatively big) and her polemic vis-a-vis Genesis P-Orridge of Throbbing 
Gristle and Psychic TV, and his own explanation of his usage of Manson imagery. So now you“ve got some 
real good reasons to buy something you ought to buy anyhow (if Jack ever gets all the copies back from 
the printer). 

One of the most absurd things to happen to me since I’ve been back out (which will be spoken of at 
greater length in my column, Growing Up Absurd, in SPORADIC DROOLINGS) was when I was trying to get a 
ride home after a night out at a glam/gloom rock disco and ended up at the hotel room of LA’s most 
popular glam metal band Guns and Roses (major label dude whose been touring with Crue, Alice, and Cult 
lately) and got to listen to hours of conversation between the singer Axl, and drummer Lars of 
Metallica, one of the biggest speed metal bands (one that makes it into Billboard“s top 50 and whose 
most recent EP is all cover versions, including songs by punk band the Misfits and post-punkers Killing 
Joke). Everything I remember about what was said (unfortunately I didn“t have my recorder with me) will 
be in an upcoming SUBURBAN VOICE. I couldn“t catch everything anyways because I was being verbally 
accosted by a coked up-girl who is the daughter of one of the Monkees and who was going on and on about 
how weird it was to be asked for her autograph last year during the comeback tour just for being 
someone’s daughter. 

Last column I talked about the feud between LA rock tabloids. I°1l soon be getting the other side 
of the story from the editor of ENDLESS PARTY, but I did find out the rival editor was going around to 
stores and shitcanning all the copies of her mag. By the way, ‘since editor Mike slagged her rag last 
issue, I’d like to say that as shallow as it may appear (remember, Chris used to edit a photozine) it 
does voer most of LA*s coolest bands and recently there was a lengthy two-part interview with the 
incredible painter’ Robert Williams who started in Zap Comix and now sells paintings for thousands. His 
notoriety in the rock world is based on the album covers he has appeared on recently, namely those of 
the Divine Horsemen and Guns and Roses. 

In case you didnt notice, I’m back to doing music reviews again in FF, and if you read fanzines 
you“1l be seeing reviews and other stuff from me in lots of places. It“s funny, though I“m a musictan 
myself I*m actually more excited about being able to do the journalistic thing -- because during those 
years in prison I was able to play in bands and perform, but had a bitch of a time getting material to 
review, and couldn“t do live reviews or in-person interviews!

His review of "Chicago at Carnegie Hall" is one of the nost 
vituperative yet concise screeds it“s been my pleasure to read 
in a long time. His love/hate relationship with Lou Reed, 63 
peaking in a hilarious review ("The Greatest Album Ever 


Made") of Metal Meltdown Mania is a classic. And 1979°s “The 
White Noise Supremecists" is a penetrating critique of racism 
in the punk underground, Admittedly, many of the other pieces 
are little better than howling demands that the reader enjoy 
Bangs” favorite records, but there“s a certain fascination 
even in those.

George Bradford, HOW DEEP IS DEEP ECOLOGY? (75 cents from 
Fifth Estate, PO Box 02548, Detroit, MI 48201): Subtitled “A 
Challenge to Radical Environmentalism", this is a special 
issue of FIFTH ESTATE, the well-known Detroit anarchist paper. 
The bulk of it is Bradford’s long essay, wonderfully 
illustrated by Freddie Baer, devoted to analyzing the ideology 
of Earth First! EF of course claims to be the most radical and 
consistent of the groups opposing harm to Nature; the question~ 
is, what is behind this rhetoric? 

A lot of disturbing assumptions, according to Bradford. 
His chief complaints are reliance on obsolete science as 
justification and an outright fascistic approach to human 
beings. On the first count, EF relies heavily on Malthusian 
and Darwinian notions of survival and die-off, holding that 
one of our major problems is that there are more people than 
the earth can support. The problem is that there is plenty of 
evidence that this simply isn*t true -- the food and resources 
are there, the distribution system sucks. On the second count, 
various EF officials have suggested letting the poor starve to 
death and keeping them out of the US so that we don“t become 
the victims of the same sort of hunger catastrophe as the 
third world. 

Bradford makes a good case -- it will be interesting to 
see if EF, a rather monolithic organization that has paid 
scant attention to critics in the past, will bother to answer — 
the charges. If not, that will be an answer in itself. The 
pamphlet also contains a reprinted essay from ALIEN-NATION, a 
publication by some former Earth Firsters who are likewise 
disturbed with the centralistic dogma of the EF organization. 
A thoughtful set of essays and one that could lead to an 
interesting dialog if all involved are willing to talk.

Hall is a relatively unknown example of the “Native American 
Anarchist" -- heavily interested in the free market as a means 
to freedom, given to long passionate arguments against 
economic abuses, and mildly mystical about the benefits of his 
system to the everyday man. In this text Loompanics has 
resurrected some of Hall“s publications from the early part of 
this century. The overall tone varies between the Georgist and 
the Tolstoyan, and is often distant from today’s concerns; 
what, for example, are we to make of arguments turning on 
statistics put forth during the 1900 Presidential race? 
Libertarians, Georgists, and similar folks will find writings 
here to support their views, and perhaps new rhetoric for 
their mills; others are likely to find this morsel too tough 
to chew.

Duncan Long, SURVIVING MAJOR CHEMICAL ACCIDENTS AND 
CHEMICAL/BIOLOGICAL WARFARE (Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 
1197, Port Townsend, WA 98368): Well, it“s a nice title, but 
the book really doesn“t do much to live up to it. I can sum up 
the major advice in one sentence: get the hell out of there. 
Oh, there”s some stuff on medical treatment of chemical 
warfare, but it amounts to saying that if you“re a physician 
you can get and apply the antidotes and if youre not, you’re 
screwed. 

Moderately more useful is the listing of possible CBW 
agents, though it suffers heavily from scaremongering: the 
Soviets are developing everything under the petri dish to 
throw at us. Stories of “yellow rain", for instance, are 
accepted uncritically, without indication of any debate. Also 
of use is the list of suppliers of protective gear and advice 
on various army-surplus gas masks and so on. But overall, this 
book is dedicated to scaring the reader so as to justify its 
own existence. (TPB-170)

Brian Martin, UPROOTING WAR (Freedom Press; $8.50 from 
Libertarian Book Club, 339 Lafayette St., New York, NY 
10012): This is an important book for the peace movement. 
That“s because it”s proactive rather than reactive, to use a 
bit of academic jargon. Martin breaks new ground by arguing 
that it is necessary to attack the institutional roots of war; 
reformism and persuasion of the existing elites is simply not 
a powerful enough strategy to gain peace. 

The work is sweeping and innovative; if it lacks depth in 
a few places, that is only because it is trying to convey a 
huge alternative vision for the future. Martin starts off by 
discussing the limitations of the usual antiwar methods, and 
then describes the rock-bottom principles that he would 
reorganize around: social defense, peace conversion, and 
self-management. The middle of the book focuses on various 
groups and institutions that will be involved in any major 
social change, from the state to bureaucracies to patriarchy, 
and suggests methods for dealing with each. Finally, there is 
a section on nuclear war, arguing that the peace movement’s 
focus on the extinction of the race is horribly disempowering, 
and that peace planning must extend even to fearful scenarios. 

Although this is an anarchist work, it is not obnoxtously 
so; there’s a lot that activists of all stripes can enrich 
themselves with here. I personally am convinced that 
nonviolent action is the best (perhaps only) means to acheive 
lasting change; this book at last provides me with the hints 
of a strategic framework to hold this insight. (298 pp. tpb)

Mike Miskowski, SUBURBREAL DRIVE ($3 (?) from Jake Berry, 
Abscond, 2251 Helton Dr. #N7, Florence, AL 35630): 
“Suburbrealism" is obviously a portmanteau word, combinging 
the suburbs and the surreal. That“s a pretty good description 
of Miskowski*s fascination with the American way of life, as 
typified in his own magazine MALLIFE and now in this chapbook. 

The beauty of this work is that Miskowski is equally at 
home with words and images, moving back and forth between the 
two with ease and grace, using letters as the link. Thus 
selections range from the relatively straightforward prose 


poem of the title piece, through somewhat jarring poetry 
("Forget It Forget It", with lines crunching on one another’s 
heels to suggest a senseless urgency), through a series of 
“Consumer Machine” drawings made up of various changes on 4 
single letter, to sheerly pictorial pieces like "Roaches in 
Executive Positions (manipulation)", where the letters become 
pixels instea of phonemes. The endpoint of the process is 


reached in some art made via photocopy distortions where one is 


no longer sure what the original image was -- words, letters, 
pictures or just random smears on the page. 

SUBURBREAL DRIVE will appeal to anyone interested in 
exploring some of the boundaries of language with an 
experienced guide. One can turn back at any point, when 
surface meanings have become too treacherous to perceive, or 
one can take the whole trip. (D-36)

Mark Opsasnick, THE MARYLAND BIGFOOT REFERENCE GUIDE 
($4.35 from Arcturus Book Service, 4431 Village Square Ln., 
Stone Mountain, GA 30083): A solid contribution to the 
Fortean literature. The heart of this book is the 
chronological list of some 219 sightings and reports of 
Bigfoot and similar creatures in the wilds of Maryland, half 
of them in the last decade. Mark also provides references for 
each report, and a series of sketches of the principal 
personalities involved in Bigfoot research in the state. While 
admittedly not exhaustive, this is an impressive list for 
someone to work with. About the only thing missing is a map 
showing the areas of greatest activity.

Adam Parfrey (ed.), APOCALYPSE CULTURE ($10.95 from Amok 


Press, PO Box 51, Cooper Stn., NY 10276): A hot new book from 


the folks who run the Amok book distribution service and now 
the Amok store in LA, where you can buy all sorts of strange 
literature (including FF). This is a collection of texts 
strongly indicative of the current state, or perhaps we ought 
to say prognosis, of western society. The prognosis is not 
particularly good. 

Adam has put together a nice batch of the strange, the 
obscene, the gruesome, and the just plain stomach-wrenching,. 


Among the 30 or so selections here, grouped under “Apocalypse 
Theologies”, “Apocalypse Art", “Apocalypse Science” and 
“Apocalypse Politics", a few stand out as being very far 
indeed off the beaten path. The interview with necrophile 
Xaren Greenlee is a bit chilling (if ultimately pathetic.) 
Hakim Bey’s “Instructions for the Kali-Yuga" serves as a ncle 
introduction to Chaos worship. Thomas McEvilley’s “Art in the 
Dark" is the most informative and perceptive evaluation of 
performance art that I-ve yet read; with its clear breadth of 
knowledge and deeply disturbing pictures it’s worth buying the 
whole book to read. Charles Fort, Wilhelm Reich and Eugenics 
feature in the "Science" section; and the whole is capped by a 
bizarre. set of political theories, including some of James 
Shelby Downard’s fantastical Masonic analysis of the JFK 
assassination, 

Overall, APOCALYPSE CULTURE is sure to delight and 
distress the average FF reader, and while underground/marginal 
cognoscenti will find a few familiar names here (Bey, Zerzan, 
S.E.T.), there 1s a wealth of new material waiting to be 
discovered. Proof that the small book business is vital and 
worth supporting.

Its 
more bisexual or possibly omnisexual than homosexual, thanks 
to the changing gender identity of the narrator. The sci-fi is 
closer to mytho or fantasy; certainly there are no fabulous 
inventions here, though some archetypes and Goddesses swoop 
through. Finally, it“s pretty blank verse for a poem. Still, 
it is intriguing, and will appeal to fans of cryptic ecstatic 
writings.

Randy Russell, UNIVERSE CITY ($3 from 5414 Columbus Ave., 
Sandusky, OH 44370): A novel from the man behind TBS 
publications. It“s a strange sort of book, since there are 
four (or perhaps more) stories in one here. Pay attention and 
I°ll try to explain: Tarek lives in a futuristic New York 
City that“s having a dome built over it to keep the weather 
out. In his spare time he’s writing a novel about Richard, who 
lives in Universe City, Ohio, with an android. Richard in turn 
is writing a novel about Greed City, Ohio. The main character 
in Richards novel is Casey. Casey, when he“s not working too 
many hours, is writing a novel about Sandusky, Ohio, where 
Eric lives. Eric is writing a novel too, but fortunately we 
don“t get any of it to read. We do however see some of his 
poetry.’ Throw in the dreams from Tarek*s notebook and you have 
quite a confusing shifting setting. 

It’s an, interesting experiment, and Randy keeps it that 
way. The characters are all, I suspect, autobiographical to 
some extent. Work and crummy jobs and college and girls 
(especially the elusive Lisa Denzler, who wanders through all 
the levels of the story) are the main concerns. Randy has a 
fine eye for detail and a love for diners and down-and-outers 
and the scut jobs that budding writers are forced to take. The 
situations are all familiar without being stereotypical (which 
of us has lived in a converted porno film pad or gotten 


' blitzed on cheap Tokay?). If the plot is a bit muddled, that’s

(Regeneration Press, 48 N. Third St., Emmaus, PA 18049): As 
near as I can tell, this guy is trying to combine organic 
gardening with a reawakening of spirituality. This short 
booklet is an attempt to describe an epiphany experienced 
while designing his own garden. It didnt make it for me; I 
worry more about the protein content than the theology content 
of my crops.

Robert Swisher, AN AMERICAN LOVE STORY ($3 from Samisdat, 
PO Box 129, Richford, VT 05476): This is a fairly simple and 
direct book that nevertheless manages to work on several 
levels. Paul Silvers, the central character, is a Vietnan 
veteran who gets fed up with his job and life on Veteran’s Day 
and heads off to Juarez to go on a binge. Ann -- we never get 
her last name -- is a young woman who’s made it big, until her 
car breaks down by the side of the starlit highway. She gets 
picked up by Paul, and the rest of the book is made up of 
their conversations. 

As I said, it works on several levels. Paul takes the time 
to talk about “Nam, and his feelings, and his buddies, and the 
state of the world, slowly -- with Ann‘s gentle probing -- 
coming to new grips with life. Ann, in her turn, learns to 
understand, and confronts the lack of seriousness in her own, 
successful life. And finally, as the title hints, it“s a 
somewhat unlikely love story, at once literal and symbolic for 
the mass of men (and women) still left in the shadows after 
our least popular war. 

SAMISDAT is doing a real service in publishing not just 
this, but several other, Nam veterans” books. There’s a 
reservoir of powerful feeling and writing talent there that’s 
not been tapped as it should be. (D-72)

Robert Trammell, JACK RUBY & THE ORIGINS OF THE AVANT-

1987 VETERANS FOR PEACE, INC. CENTRAL AMERICA DELEGATION 
REPORT ($3 (7?) from Veterans for Peace, Inc., PO Box 3881, ° 
Portland, ME 04194): This is a collection of reflections and 
impressions gathered by a bunch of US military veterans who 
decided to visit Central America to see if they could figure 
out what was really going on. They stopped for five days each 
in Guatemala, Honduras, and Nicaragua, and talked to as many 
people as they could -- US diplomatic personnel, government 
officials, the man in the street. 

Their conclustons are: profoundly disturbing. Bluntly put, 
either they are lying or the Reagan administration is. 
According to VFP, Guatemala is basically a military state with 
a veneer of ineffective civilian control and shitty living 
conditions. Honduras is in even worse shape, occupied by US 
and Contra military forces, with children starving to death 
despite millions of dollars of our money going into the 


country. Nicaragua is no paradise, but it’s a freer place to 
live despite the war going on. Of the three, it was the only 
country to allow the veterans pretty much unlimited access -- 
including, for example, a visit to a maximum-security prison 
with tape recorders and mingling with the prison population 
allowed. 

VFP is trying to do something about the situation in 
Central America, starting with getting the information in this 
report more widely circulated and continuing through 
humanitarian projects. If you“re the least bit suspicious of 
the official US stand, you ought to read a copy of this.

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FACTSHEET FIVE #5 was the first issue to be legibly 
photocopied, the first to be issued in reduced print digest 
form, and the first to admit to being a quarterly (and so, 
with a cover date of February 1983, it set the pattern for 
issue dates forever after). It was also the issue that I 
started charging: 40 cents in stamps or cash to stay on the 
mailing list. 150 copies were printed. 

The reviews were starting to represent more sectors of the 
zine world, and there were three whole pages of them. 
Prominent mentions went to RHUBARB, TO APEIRON, SNAFU and 
CHURCH OF THE LATTER DAY PUNKS (all four are now out of 
business). A couple of artists had wandered into my mailbox, 
and ID NTITY and THE KANSAS COLLEGE OF COLLAGE received 
somewhat baddled reviews. (Both are still publishing, four 
years later). Out of 19 reviews, there are 5 people who are 
still on the mailing list 20 issues later. 

There were still a couple of pages of short reviews of 
whatever books I“d heen reading: TIME OUT OF JOINT, THE 
DEVIL*S ALTERNATIVE, Machiavelli”s THE PRINCE and THE PARK IS 
MINE are all still on my shelves. 

Finally, #5 closed with what we might call the first piece 
of art or the first advertisement in FF: a reprint of an early 
publicity effort from Earnest Mann of LITTLE FREE PRESS. 











One of the flaws I see with FF5 is the potential threat of 
creeping standardization....Everytime you make a crack about 
“pad poetry” or “semi-literate zine editors” you enforce a 
standard....Be aware that no matter WHAT you print about ANY 
magazine, you are setting standards and conditions of worth on 
the whole variegated self-publishing world. Believe it or not, 
some editors and writers think that a good review from you is 
reason to continue and a bad one means they should quit. Some 
people have adopted you as their Self-Publishing Superego. 
Their new Mom. The modern Catholic Church. With one whirr of 
your disc-drive you could excommunicate them from the kingdom 
of the Hip.

David Techter, the publisher of the defunct WONDERLAND, 
died shortly before Christmas (1987) of a heart attack. 

Fearing reversal of a court decision made early in 1987 
which dropped charges involving possession of child 
pornography against him, David had left Chicago and was living 
a low-profile existence in another state. He had hopes. of 
reviving WONDERLAND, but didn“t have time to start the 
project. 

Mail was being forwarded to David, and he was engaged in 
correspondence with several persons at the time of his death, 
There is reason to suspect that this correspondence and the 
names and addresses of those writing David are now in the 
hands of the authorities. At least one man feels he was 
approached based on information so obtained.... 

We have had a great many differences with David over the 
years and feel his open ways jeopardized several who became 
involved with this man.
